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berthe canſe, then craue I moſt heartilie 
the conſideration of theſe, and the like 
concluſions. Ihe Lord threatneth to the 
watchman geath that warneth not his? 
people, and faith he will haue their bloud 
at his hand, becauſe he did not crie. Now, 
by me hath been put in ſuch an one verie 
careleſſie and negligently for affection or 
ſuch like, that though hee would yet for? 
want of abilitie cannot cry, and alas how! 
then can I want my portion in that wrath 
of the Lord that is threatned againſt all 
| ſuch default? Secondly, it is loue in the} 
0h 21-15, Miniſter to hisGod,tofeede his ſheepe, So 
| is it aſſuredlie in the patrone to cauſe thẽé! 
to be fed. Contrariwiſe, it is want of louey 
inthe Miniſter, it he doo not feede, andi is 
it not aſmuch in the patrone, if by his de. 7 
fault it come to paſſe? Thirdly,it is a oreath 
fault we thinke to give the calling to ang 
vnworthie one, and is it no fault to giue 
the liuing to ſuch an one? Thus then wee] 
ſee how the world quickneth our conſci-g 
ences in this behalfe if we bee not dead. 
And a number mo reaſons might yet be 
brought, it I ſhould make a treatiſe ina 
preface. Only this one moe I muſt needs} 
remember 
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emember which me think ſhould awake 
y manaliue in this matter. In the ſixt | 
Marke it is ſaid of Chriſt, that going out Mark.6 
d ſeeing a great multitude of people gathered 
ether, he had compaſſion on them, becauſe 
ey were like ſheepe without a ſhepheard, and 
went out and taught them many things. 
nd in the Greeke 1t 1s more vehement, 
preſsing as it were an.aking of his hart 
ve call it, or a yearning of his bowels, 
ſee ſo pitifull a ſight, as ſo many peo- 
plc without a teacher. Vpon which nota- 
blk place I haue vſed in my ſelfe to make 
o concluſions. Firſta comfort, then a 
re. My comfort is this, that hewhich 
mourneth to fee his people want the 
benchte of his worde, will giue his peo- 
pls his worde if they ſeeke it and wiſh 
and where hee hath vouchſafed it al- 
die, there continue it, bleſſe it, & giue 
Power if wee pray. For otherwiſe how 
uld1t paine him to ſee it wanting? My 
re is this, that if his heart ake to ſee 
ſheepe depriued of a ſhepheard, hee 
Ml aſſuredlie be reuenged euen in great 
Math of them that are the cauſers of it. 
Md for Chriſt his ſake let it bee conſide- 
= - red, 
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ted. For as wee liue, we may notalwaies 
looke to langh, ifwee make our God te N 
mourne. Thus then if negligence bee the

cauſe that a countrey is not furniſhed? 
with ſome able miniſters, mee thinke wee 
may awake our hearts by the word of the 
Lord, and weying it well, receiue from 
him ſome better feeling in 10 great a mat. 
ter. But if couetouſneſſe be the cauſe, and 
we greatly giuen to queſter that benefit 
to our ſelues, ſauingonelie ſome portion 
to one to beare the name, then marke we 
againe the witneſſe alſo of the ſame (cripg 
ures againſt vs euen in this, And to ſaug 
mine owne labour, my iudgement being 4 
young, heare I beſcech you the proofes 
and reaſons againſt this ſinne, by a aan 
and graue Diuine intreating of this mat. 
ter, laide dow ne vnto my hands. Firſt, be. 
alleadgeth againſt it the deſcription 97 i 
wicked Prince in the booke of Samuel,: 
mongſt whoſe euils this is named one 4 
that hee will rake the tyt hes and giue them u 
his ſeruants. Concluding thereon that i 
the King might not take the tythes to 


himſelfe , becauſe then they were due to 


the pricſtes by Gods owne order & com. 
| mandemen 


tnandement for the mainteinance of his 
ſeruice: ſurely no private man now may 
doo it, ſo long as by authoritie the ſame 
¶ are eſtabliſhed for the miniſters maintey- 
nance and ſupport. Secondly, if in the 
lawe he was accurſed that remooued the 
mere ſtone of the field, becauſe he did wrog Deũ. 25. 17 
n ſucceſsiõ to diuers: ten thouſand times 
= more is the remouing ofthe miniſters li- 
uing ſubiect to the Lords wrath, becauſe 
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them a ſynagogue, plainlie inſinuating that 
they would haue iudged the contratie, if 
hee had ſpoyled their ſynagogue of his 
mainteinance. And Chriſt reprehendeth 
not this cõcluſiõ. Fiftly, it Dauid the king 


ſtanding in ſo great diſtreſſe for water, yet 
would not drink of the water of Bethleem, 
becauſe it was gotten with the danger of 
ſome tew mens temporall liues: ſhould it 


not teach 8 great conſcience to any man 
in the world, that taſteth of God and his 
truth, & hopeth for comfort in any other 


world,how he(nornceding peradueture, 


but abundãtly prouidedfor otherwiſe by 


the mercie of his God)drinketh & eatetn 


that which is gottẽ with apparãt hazard 
of eternall life from the bodies & ſoules, 
God knoweth, ot how many? Truly (right 


worſhipfull)it ſnould, & the power of hell 


is not able to deny it. But ſuch is the meat 
& drink, or other mainteinance whatſoe- 
uer.that we reape by the Church, vwchen it 
is due to another, for another purpoſe, 


therefore you know the concluſion. Sixt- 
ly, all thoſe places in the ſcriptures com- 
manding and inioyning the worlde to a 
ce 
of 


mainteinance, & ſufficient maintenan 
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* ofableteachers in it, doo plainly prooue 
the ſinne of this, to ſequeſter to out ſelues 
the liuings allotted to them, vnleſſe ſome 
other equiualent, or ſufficient way be ta- 
ken for them by authoritie. Again, if that 
graue and learned fathet S. Aust en was ſo et * 4 
highlie offended, & ſo ſhatpelie rebuked 10.24. 
7 Gentleman in his time, for taking wax 
his owne gift, which before he had giuen 
to the mainteinãce of his Church: would 
he not haue been a ſeuere cenſor againſt 
thẽ thinke we that ſhould haue takeaway 
Vhat neither they nor any of theirs euer 


gaue ? If the ſtories ſo cõmend the noble 
ZEmperour (onſtantine for commanding 

goods taken from the Churches to be re- 
ſtored to them againe, would they not _ ., ,, 
haue blotted him aſwell, if he himſelf had 10 ch. f. 
beene a ſpoyler of the ſame? If the Ro- Tit. Liuius 
mans ſo dealt with Q. Fuluius, for vnco- lib. 42. 
uering a part of Iunoes Temple to couer 
An other Temple in Reme with the ſame 
tiles, that they miſliked him, condem- 

ped him, tolde him Pirrhus or Anniball 
voulde not haue doone ſo, tolde him it 
had beene too much to haue doone to a 
priuate mans houſe, an inferiour place

to a temple, & in concluſion forced him 
to ſend home thoſe tiles againe, may not 
ſuch as garniſh either themſelues or their 
houſes with Church liuings, & leaue nei- 
ther teacher nor almoſt tiles where bot 
ſhould bee well, conſider by it, what this 
people would haue thought of them, if 
they had liued there? And what is the cõö- 

ceipt of a people prophane, in reſpect of 
theirs that know & ſerue the Lord?

naments partly, and partly fo) a better re 
membzance of their conſtancie and faith, theÞ 
pictures and images of ſuch dead Party2s, | 
as eſpectallic they indged woꝛthie chiefe re 
membzance, and this began not to bee an 
cuſiome till about the pere of our Loꝛd 380. 
as by much authoꝛitie is eaſilie and euident Þ 
lie to be pꝛwued. And pet ſee and note it -

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cently which indeede is to bee marked of vs 
all, albeit the beginning of Images in chur⸗ 
ches was fo2 no wozſe end than J now haue 
named, pet did the godly Fathers in thoſe 
dapes euen vehementlie ſpeake againſt the 
ſame, not condemning in it ſelfe the hiſto): 
tall vſe of pictures, but pet wiſhing in ſuch 
places of meeting to ſerue GOD, as the 
Churches were, rather priſt inum & primi- 
tiuam ſimplicitatem, the olde and primitiue 
ſimplicitie, than ſuch deckinges and ozna* 
ments of Images. Juſtly fearing the miſ⸗ 
| chicke, that indeede followed of it, and now 
ſo greatly aboundeth in Church of Rome, 
to wit groſſe impietie and idolatrie. There⸗ 
foze J ſay againe, howſoeuer in it ſelfe any 
men thinke it to be lawfull with ſome condi⸗ 
tions, pet certainly it is no wap connentent, 
but verie daungerous cuerp wap to haue 
them in the Churches. 
This firſt poynt then ok this tommande⸗ 
ment is now ſufficiently explaned vnto vs, 
if one woꝛd bre added of the very firſt begin 
ning ol Images, and to what end they were The orig 
inuented. Reade the fourteenth Chapter ok vallof! 
the bake of Wiſedome, and marke the ſtoꝛie 1 
well. The inuenting of Idols, ſaith he, was 
F 3 the 
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the beginning ok whozedome, and the fin: 
ding of them is the cozruption of life. They 
were not from the beginning, neither ſhall 
they continue fo2 euer, cc. Befoze the floud 
we reade not of them in the ſcriptures. And 
after the floud about the hundꝛed peares l.. 
ned Terah, Abrahams father, who as he was 
the firſt Tdolater that wee reade of, ſo think, 
eth Epiphanius he was the firſt niaker of an 
Image, and cuen he that is meant in the 14, 
of Wiſedome befoze named. But whoſloe: 
ner firſt inuented them, and whenſoeuer they 
firſt began, it ſkilleth not much, onelp note 
bis iudgement that wꝛit that boke of Wiſe⸗ 
dome, whoſoeuer he was, how he plainli 
affirmeth from the beginning they were not, 
but the vaine gloꝛie of man bꝛought them in, 
and the finding ok them was the cozruption 
of life. Now, be Ade the vſe which chereis 
touched, namely, to mitigate the griefe of! 
fath fo his dead child, other vſes followed. 
Foꝛ. Noble men, wile men, and god Com, 
mon wealth men beeing dead, had at the 
gates, does, and other places ſet vp ther 
pictures both to honour their memozte, and 
to mitigate the griefof their friends foꝛ theit 
depart ure, So wziteth Valerius of Scipio 
and 
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and Cato, and many other ſtoztes of the lihe 
done fo other men, Accepta deinde res eſt 
(faith Plinie) humaniſſima ambitione per to- 
tum orbem: That is, Ihe cuſtome was ta- 
ken vp euen through the world as it were 
by a courteous and ciuill kind of ambition. 
So that the childe would haue his fathers 
picture, the client his god Patron, the ſoul⸗ 
dier his Captaine , and the Captaine his 
ſouldier. the field,the Campe, and al circum⸗ 
ſtances, And thus grewe it from dead men 
to liuing, aud that ſometime fo2 honour, 
ſometime foz diſhonour, And from pꝛiuate 
places to be ſet vp in Churches, from policie 
to religion, as hath ben ſaid and ſhewed be⸗ 
fee. And thus much of making of Images 
and erecting them either in houſes oꝛ Chur⸗ 
ches, pꝛiuate oꝛ publike places. 

The ſecond poynt generall of this Com⸗ Ofche w. 
mandement is to conſider the wozſhipping ſhipping e 
of Images. whether it be lawfull foz a Chʒi⸗ Images. 
ſtian man oz woman to fall downe befoꝛe a 
ſtocke and a ſtone , and to do it reuerence, 
capping,kneling, knocking, creeping, crof« - 
ling, killing, lighting vp Candles to it, and 
ſuch like, as wee ſee done in the Church of

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Tf we loke che ſcriptures of God, we haue 
firſt here a plaine commaundement, Thou 
ſhalt not bow downe to them, nor worſhip 
them. Then haue we Dauid in plaine wo2ds 
p2onouncing deſtruckion to al that do it, ſay: 
ing, Confounded bee all they that worſhip 
carued images, &c. with a number like teſt 
monies, But J palle them ouer becauſe our 
aduerſaries the Papiſtes themſelues area. 
ſhamed of this their follie and wickedneſſe; 
but how % Aſhamed J ſay to conkeſſe it, al. 
though they haue not grace to bluſh at the 
doing of it, Foꝛ what ſay they with one con 
ſent, ſo many as haue any wit, but that which 
their great Doctoz Thomas Aquinas, with 
many other, ſayth, namely, that Ne imagin 
quidem Chriſti, in quantum eſt res quædam, 
puta lignum ſculptum, vel pictum, vlla debi. 
tur reuerentia, &c. That is, That to the very 
image of Chriſt, as it is but an image, or 
matter of wood, grauen or painted, no reue · 
uerence is due, &c. and therefoze in no caſe 
they will confeſle that they do any woezſhip ; 
to bare Images. O happie men if they had j 

grace to ſhame to do p, which they ſo great ih 
ſhame to ſay they do, o2 conſciences to take 
-- Awapitat the laſt, ? which they know many 

Zan thouſands 
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thouſands ſtumble and fall at, howſoener a 
fewe of them, that haue learning can diſtin» 
guiſh betwixt the image, and the thing repꝛe⸗ 
ented thereby. But what is it then that 
they ſap fo2 the maintenance of their (mas 
res,ifthep denie co wozſbip him? 
Forſwth firſt they ſay they wozſhip not 
he image, but God in the image, and vnder Popiſh 
je image. But where alas haue they their ſhitm. 
varrant, that God will bee thus wozſhipped 
f them , and that whatſoeuer they doo in 
utward ſhewe to the image, hee will re⸗ 
ute it and take it as done in heart to him. 
fe? Mhat wee haue to ſay againſt this 
aine deniſe of theirs, J pzay pon marke. 
firſt the verie Gentiles had the ſelfe ſame *"* 
rcuſe and ſhift foz their idolatrie, and pet 
as their doing wicked, Arnobius ſaieth of 
em, Non adorabant ſtatuas quod putabant, Lib. s.

What can be plainer againſt this idle excuſe, 
if you will loke and marke the places well! 
Againe in the 17. of ludges we reade of M. 
cah his idols in the fozme of men, as ſont 
think, becauſe Chziſt appeared diuerſe time 
like a man, And what ? did he thinke thol 
bis idols to be God, 02 woꝛſhip thẽ as Gods? 
no his own woꝛds teſtifie the contrarie, fq 
he ſaith, Now ſhal the Lord bleſſe me,wha; 
I haue a Leuite to my Prieſt : hee doth nu 
ſay, Now ſhall my I eraplum bleſſe me, bu 
now ſhall the Loꝛd bleſſe me, diſtinguiſhing, 
betwixt God and his images.

en would thinke ofthis reaſon dꝛawne by a

vs, but is tealous of vs, How then ſhould 
this foꝛte vs to cleave vnto him, to be onelie 
his, and none but his fo2 euermoze : Is hee 
ours and will we not be his againe: Mould 
he onely enioy vs, and will not wee bee tyed 
vnto him: Take heed, The greater loue, the 
greater hate, when vnkinde refuſall is to 
reape his iuſt reward. The lecond reaſon 
which the Loꝛd here vſeth is dzawne of the 
puniſhment that will light vpon vs, if wee 
bꝛeake this Commandement, He will viſite 
the ſinnes of the Fathers vpon the childzen 
vnto the third and fourth generation, & ſoze 
is that anger, the flame of whoſe puniſh: 
ment caſteth out ſmoake ſo far, yet the mea⸗ 
ning thereof is, as Ezekiel wellſhowes, if 
the childꝛen do fellow the fathers wicked: 
, neſſe, and not otherwiſe, The third reaſon 

is dꝛawne of his mercie pꝛomiſed here euen 
to thouſands of them that loue him and kep 
his Commaundements, O now that wee 


would weigh thele reaſons well, & lap them 
deeye 
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deepe vp in our hearts, Truely if there be a» 
ny poꝛtion ofthe ſpiritoflife in vs, we ſhould 
finde them focible to giue vs a taſte of the 
wꝛath of God againſt idolatrie,andappzoch= - 
ing befoꝛe him with our owne inuenttons, 
what excuſes,intents and reaſons ſoeuer we 
thinke we haue fo2 the ſame, we ſhould finde 
them ſtrong to allure vs to the carefull and 
diligent ſeeking ofthe Lozds will out of his 
woꝛd, andthe duetifull and conſtant ſeruing 
bol him accozding to that rule. But when 
wee will not weigh his pꝛomiſed mercies, 
no2 giue our hearts leave ta thinke of his 
thꝛeatned iudgements, but headlong in vn⸗ 
feelingneſſe runne on, and in blinde igno⸗ 
rance imagine, that our intentes, i thep bee 
god, muſt needes ſtop Gods mouth, and 
make him contented with the bꝛeach of his

together, and with feare and reuerence to 
beare, marke and lay vp in our hearts the 
woꝛd of G O D pzeached vnto vs, to pp 
altogether that which wee vnderſtand with 
one conſent, and at the tiſnes appopnted to 
vſe the Sacraments in faith and repentante, 
and al our life long to reſt from wickedneſle, 
that the Loꝛd by hes holie ſpirit may wozke 
in vs his god wozke, and ſo begin in this lie 
euerlaſting reſt,

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Que. Had not the Iewes diuers feaſtes 
beſide this Sabaoth? 
Anſ. Pes indeed, Some of God imme⸗ 
diatly appopnted, and ſome by themſelues 
vpon ſpeciall occaſion. By p Loꝛd they were 
tied to thꝛee ſolemne feaſtes in the peare, at 
which he would haue all Þ males to appeare 
befoze him. To wit, The keaſt of vnleauened ent 23: 
head, chat is Caſter, oꝛ the Paſſeouer, in re Exo. 23.13. 
membꝛance how the Angel paſſed ouer their 
honſes,whF in one night he ſlew al their firſt 
bozne in Egypt both of man and beaſt, The 
feaſt of the Harueſt of the firſt fruits of their Verſe 16. 
labours which they had ſowen in the fteld, 
which was Whitſontide oꝛ Pentecoſt, in re- 
membꝛance that the law was gtuen ʒ o.daies 
after their departure out of Egypt. And the 
feaſt of gathering fruits in the end ok pere, Verſe is. 
when they had cleanſed the fields. This was 
he feaſt of Tabernacles, putting them in 
ind that 40. peares they dwelled in Tents 
nd Tabernacles in the wilderneſſe. Beſides 
heſe they had the firſt dap ofthe moneth, the 
pere, the Iubile, and ſuch others.

Anſ. Surely it is euen ſo neceſſarie, as 
that without this all our other reſting, put⸗ 
ting on our better apparell, going to thi 
Church, hearing ſeruice, 4c, is nothing bu! 
even abhoꝛred of GOD and deteſted. This 
is a great matter if wee had grace to conſide 
of it, yet nothing but plaine and open Scriß

The 
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The examination of the 
Conſcience. 


The pꝛolitable vſe and application of this 
commandement, is to wep and duely conſi 
der that it is the lawe of no man, but ok God 
the chieteſt lawgiuer, the wileſt, moſt righte 
ous, and moſt able to reuenge, inſtituted of 
purpoſe by him fo2 theſe and ſuch like ends. 
Firſt, that wee ſhould wholly conſecrate as 
that day our ſelues vnto the Lozde, and his 
ſeruice, hearing, reading, and mevitating 
thoſe things, which might lay befoꝛe vs the 
codneſſe of almightie God toward vs, and 
our great ingratitude to him againe, with al 
other ſinnes, whereby wee haue p2onoked 
him to wꝛath, ſtirring vp our hearts to trut 
repentance koꝛ them, and amendment of the 
- ſame, Secondly, koꝛ the eaſe of ſeruants and 
cattell, which otherwiſe by the vnmerciful 
gredinefſe and crueltie of ſome might hap: 
pelie bee abuſed; Laſtly, to expꝛeſſe and lap 
befoze vs ſome ſhewe of that ſpirituall am 
eternall reft in heauen, which we all ſo lookt 
and long koꝛ. Then theſe things conſidered, 


to call to mind how often and — we 
| all 
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haue offended againſt euerie one ok theſe, as 
again(t the firſt by abſenting our ſelues from het iti 
the Church, and place of common mating, to be ab 
when wee might haue ben pꝛeſent, if wee ene from 

would, a verie hozrible thing, if wee could Church, 
duely regard and thinke on it. Foz what is 2 
it but to contemne God and his wiſedome, mon praier; 
to ſiriue and fight againſt the Spirit, teach. | 
ing and conuerting men by the miniſterie of 
the woꝛde, and euen in effect to ſoy Jam as 
wiſe and godlie, as either he can make me, oꝛ 
ſhall make mee: J will none of his grace. 
Nhat is it but to gifte a grieuous offence ta 
others, foꝛ the which the liuing Gdd hangeth 
a woe ouer our heads. ſaping, Wo be to him 
by whom offence commeth : it were better 
for that perſon to haue a milſtone tied a- 
bout his necke, and to bee caſt into the bot- 
tome of the Sea: And againe, It were good 
tor that man if he had neuer been borne? 
What is it but to feede the dinels humour, 
and to do that thing, that moſt highlie pleas 
ſeth him ? Againe, to conſider how we haue 
offended, when wee were pꝛeſent at Church 
by negligent and colde perfoꝛmance of that 
thing, which time, place, and duetie required 
it our hands. Paue wee neuer come te che 
N hearing 
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hearing of the wozde, but with reverence, 
with willing. deſtre, pꝛeparing our hearts be 
foe vnto it by ſome ſecret pꝛaper within our 
ſelues, to the Loꝛd, that he would bleſle the 
ſpeaker, that he may ſpeake to our hearts 
and bleſſe vs, that wee map attentiuely hear, 
ken, profirablie feele, and thankkullie taking 
whatſoeueri is ſpoken, increaſe in obedience 
to it : Haue wee neuer come to the Sac 
ments, when wee cauld, and neuer without 
ſuch examination, and other circumſtances, 
as are ſtraitly required of a Chꝛiſtianꝰ aue 
we ſpent the Sabaoth in godlie conference 
and meditation, powꝛing out thankes froiy 
a feeling ſoule fo2 the Lozds godnes euer to 
vs, and namelie fo2 the weeke paſſed ? Haut 
wee viſited oꝛ thought vppon the ſicke, ſor, 
diſeaſed, impꝛiſoned, baniſhed, oꝛ any way 
ſuffring koꝛ a good cauſe, and to our power 
comfoꝛted them : aue wee ſtudied hob cl: 
ther to pꝛocure oz continue oꝛ increaſe a: 
mongſt our ſelues, oz our neighbours the 
meanes of ſaluation, as the pꝛeaching of the 
woꝛd, and ſuch like: O beloued, we haue not, 
we haue not, wee knowe it and muſt needes 
conkeſſe it, it there be any fruech in vs. Ton 


much haue wee neglected all theſe, yea — 
diuer 
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diners of thẽ,it is greatly to bee feared, haue 
little 02 neuer at all troubled our heads: but 
foꝛ their contraries in moſt full meaſure wer 
haue wallowed in them. and with grerdineſſe 
ever accompliſhed them, Where is the Its 
niſter whole negligence hath not made his 
people to pollute the Sabaoth : TUhere is 
the people whoſe conlciences awaked may 
not juſtly condemne them fo2 vngodlte gad⸗ 
ding on this day to Churchales , to Weds 
dings, to dꝛinkings, to banquets, to faires g 
markets, to ſtage plates, to bearebaptings, 
Summer games, and ſuch like? TUhere is 
that maſter that hath had a conſcience to re⸗ 
ſtraine his ſeruants fro this impietp, oꝛ ſer- 
nant againe 5ᷣ hath either bzideled himſel foꝛ 
»Lo2ds cauſe,o els wel accepted his maſter 
02 miſtris reſtraint being made vnto him, Xt 
which hath not rather burſt out into vngodly 
t diſobedient ſperches, murmuring that bes 
cauſe he hath wꝛought al week, therkoꝛe he 
ould haue libertie to da what he lift on Þ ſas 
baoth, not cõſidering that this comandemTt 
bindeth not only p maſter himſelfe co honour 
God on this dap, but to ſee to his familie ſo 
much as he cx,p they alſo do it:nay J would 
lo God the maſters in many places were not

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ringleaders to their owne and al other mene 
| people, to pꝛophane this Sabaoth of the 
02d, and that even ſuch maſters as in re:

Lycurgus deſiring to let the Lacedemonians 


cuſtomed to the fielde, the other kept euer 
at home, and with them he bꝛought out alfa 
an hare, and a pot of potage: which when 
he had let downe, the one accoꝛding to his 
vle of bzinging vp, toke pzeſentlp to the 
Hare, and the other vtterlte neglecting, 
what euen nature ſhould haue wouccht a 
tegarde in him ok, as p2eſentlp betwke 
himſelfe to the potte of Potage, See then 
ſayeth Lycuxgus O pee Lacedemonians, 
what bzinging vp is in verie bꝛute and vn⸗ 
reaſonable Creatures, how much moze 
mult it needes bee effectuall too good oz 
kuill in pour Childꝛen ? And the exam⸗ 
ple mooued them much. But in how ma⸗ 
nie moe examples out of good wzitings 
may 


ſee the fozce of Education, bought kozth The force 
on a day to them two whelpes , which hee of Educati- 
had diuerfly bzought vp: the one he had ac: on.

may we plentikullie fee how carefull euer al 
godly Parents haue been, that in the fruite of 
their bodies the Loꝛd ſhould be honozed, and 
his true religion planted and placed in then 
poſteritie': fo; verie well knew they that, 
which experience taught both them and o 
thers, that as vertuous and godlie kruite is 
a ſpeciall bleſſing of the Lozd, ſoanvngra 
tious and froward offpzing is a croſſe, that 
next after ſenſe of Gods wzath againſt 
themſelues , doth ting moſt bitterly the 
heart of godly Parentes, And againe, they 
knew that, which we alſo cannotbe ignoꝛant 
of, that by nature neither theirs were, no} 
ours arebozne ſo pure, as that they needed 
nat the induſtrie of their Parents to refo2me 
them. Foz both then was it, and nowe is 
it moſt true, which the ſpirit of wiſdome lay- 
eth: Foolihned i is bound inthe heart of a 


1 childe, but the rod of correction ſhall driue 


it away from him. And in another place, 
The verie imagination of mans heart is al- 


together euill from his childehoode. Ton: 
derfull hath the care of Heathens been there- 
foꝛe in thisreſpect, as partlie pou haue heard 
and might moſt largely haue laide further 


oy vou, ifit were nedefull, An ancient 
ſaping 
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ſaying it was and common amongſt them: 
Nil dictu fædum viſuue hec limina tangant 
Intra quæ puer eſt. That is, Let neuer anie 
thing vndecent to be ſaide or ſeen enter inte 
the houſe where a childe is within. Cato 
that wiſe Counſeller of Rome, thꝛuſt Man- 
lius from the Senate, becauſe on the day 
time his daughter being by hee kiſſed his 
wife, Plutarch in his boke of this matter 
ſingularly diſcourſeth of this care , how 
great it ought to bee, aud euer hath been in 
god men, and he maketh a compariſon be- 
twirt Education and other matters which 
men much eſteeme,p2eferringc it befoꝛe them 

all: Natalium ſplendor, (ſaieth he) res eff 
preclara, at bonum 4 e Maioribus profectum, . 
Ce. That is, Birth and Parentage is a no- 
table thing, but yet deſcending to vs from © 
others. Riches are higbly regarded, yet ſo« 

denly taken from them that haue them, and 
given to them that loked not fo2 them, and 
tuer common to the bad alwel as ta the god. 
Glozte is a thing in mans eyes honozable, 
pet euer moſt variable. Beautie much wi⸗ 
hed fo, pet not to bee kept any long time 
with all the wiſhes & wiſdome in the wozld, 
Dnely one thing, ſaith he, there is, the 2 
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fit whereof neuer fapleth, but with life, and 
that is: the ſingular fruite of god bꝛinging 
bp, Lycurgus the Rhetozictan, when it was 
obiected to him, that he waſted tw much vp: 
on the teachers of his Childꝛen, aunſwerey 
moſt wiſely, that to a man that in deede 
would vndertake to better his childꝛen to his 
deſire, he would not onely giue that wages, 
but euen the halle of all that euer hee poſſel⸗ 
ſed, Such a care had this Heathen of that, 
which Chailkians pꝛokeſſing God, can beſo 
careleſſe of intheſe dangerous and tnfectue 
dates, Ariſtotle could ſay, that loke how 
much better it is to be well, than to be: lo 
much moꝛe bound are thoſe childꝛen to their 
parents, that receiue by them god bzinging 
vp, than they which receiue but their bare 
exiſtence in the woꝛld. Another in Plutarch 
againe ſaieth verie p2etily, that if he could, 
hee would get him to the top of the highell 
hill that any where he might finde, and with 
all his power, from whence hee might fur:

Que, What thinke you of killing by 
combat? 

Anſ. J muſt needes thinke that the pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe in a Chziſtian common wealth beeing 
naught and vnlawfull, the death that there: 
by inſues, is hozrible murther, and condem⸗ 
ned in this commandement, Now, that to 
fight a combate in a godlie ſtate is not tolle⸗ 
rable,it may eaſilie appeare if you weigh the 
cauſes foꝛ which it is at any time taken in 
hand, Foz if thep be not (as it will appeare) 
ſufficient to warrant it, then is it not war⸗ 
tantable. The firſt cauſe that is alleads 
ged fo} it, is to trie a trueth , which other: 

wiſe cannot be knowne ſap they, But it map 
be anſwered that the ende good, doth not by 
and by make the meanes good: to trie out a 
frueth is good, but to trie it with the hazard 
of life, is moze than can be warranted, 
There are many lawkull meanes to finde 
out trueth bp, and if all thoſe faile, then is it 
tuident that the Loꝛd fo2 ſome cauſe reſer⸗ 
ueth it to himſelfe fo? a ſecret: and to ſeeke 
[mpoztunatelie and impatiently by extraoz- 
dnarie meanes (as a Combate is) to finde it

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- But, is to tempt the Lode, and euen ag i 
were by violence to dꝛawe from him the ma. 
nifeſtation of that which as yet he would not 
haue reueiled. 

Secondly, the one partie is innocent, pct 
either of them deſireth the death of another 
indifferentliie, ſa that murther is in the heart 
of both of them, which amongſt Chziſtiang 
ſhould not bee countenaunced, Sometimes 
the Combat is craued fo2 vaine oſtentation 
of courage and ſtrength , many a Thraſo 
thinking his gloꝛie to ſtande in the chaleng:

hope no man will ſap to bee a good cauſe fo} 
a Magiſtrate to admit of a Combat, Some: 
times to attoyde o2 reuenge ſome great dil: 
grace offered to a man, he beggeth thus to 
fight. But a Chꝛiſtian man that muſt make 
an accompt at the dap of iudgement of his 
like giuen him from aboue, muſt learne toc: 
ſteeme moze oklife, than honour, (if honour 
by lawfull meanes map not be kept) and 
moꝛe of GD D, and his commaundement, 
than of them both. Beſides the pꝛofeſſion ol 


a Chaiſfttan is to heare euill and to ſuffere- 
uill though he do well, and deſerue ſo: there: 
fozefarre ould we be from pcelving to ſuch 

| | heatcs, 
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jeates, Some alleadge that it endeth trite, 
and therefoꝛe is to bee admitted: but to this 
may ſerue the anſwere to the firſt cauſe al⸗ 
ranged foꝛ it. 
And beſides, who knoweth not that how⸗ 
ſoeuer it endeth it betwirt thoſe two, becauſe 
the one of them dyeth, yet lapeth it the koun⸗ 
dation of even deadly hatrev in the heartsof 
all their friends, ſeede and poſteritie, ſo that 
fo one which is killed, there ſtarteth vp an 
hundꝛed diſcontented harts ſeeking and ſol⸗ 
lowing all occaſions of ſtrife againſt their e⸗ 
nemies. Therefoze in peace and at home 
how a Chꝛiſtian Magiſtrate may allowe the 
Combate, wee finde no ſufficient cauſe and 
warrant, Fo? the fielde yet ſome do thinke 
it is merte, and that they haue reaſon fo2 it, 
| foxſap they when two Armies are incamped 
in battell together, if vpon cauſes it bee ind⸗ 
ged fit not to hazarde the loſſe of many, but 
to tommit it to two Champions, either ſide 
agreeing to pelve vppon the ouerthzowe 
of their man, who can miſſtke this? But 
wee anſwere, that as pet the Combat in it 
ſelfe is not pꝛoaued good, but is euill: and 
to doo euill that good may come of it, wes 


may not. . 
P 4 Againe, 
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Againe, in ſuch a caſe as this, wee mul 
conſiver, not onelp ofthe men and their (a. 
fetie, but alſo of the cauſe and his honeſtie, 
The caule is certainely either good oz euill, 
either iuſt oz vniuſt. If it bee good and tuft, 
then is not the credite of it to bee layd vppon 
one man onelp to the mocking of iuſtice any 
right: and if it bee euill and vniuſt, then ofa 
Chꝛiſtian Magiſtrate not one mans life to 
bee ſpent in it.and foz it. 

Pea but ſap they pet further, the partie 
that hath the good cauſe is farre the weaker, 
and not able to ſtande if they once iopne all 
together, and therefoze this other way of 
two to trie all, is good. And wee aunſwere 
alſo further, that this were a marueilous 
diſtruſt of Gods mercie and power not fol: 
Jerable ina Chꝛiſtian. Foz ik the cauſe bx

dzea, Therekoze, not euen pet doo 2 m 
caule 
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cauſe to beareout anie combat, Jf there bee 
any cozruption in men that iuſtice bee not 
done (which ſometimes alſo is a cauſe al- 
leaded) we mult ſap as hee (aide, commits 
ting our ſelues and our matter to God, U- 
deo, ſero, ſpero, That is, J ſee, Jluffer, J 
truſt in God, And euen with a god heart, 
be readie to beare any thing, rather than by 
a thing whereof J haue no warrant, to ſeeke 
my ſatiſfaction, 

Que. Why d what ſay you then of Dauids 
zct with Goliah ? 

Anſ. J ſap it was an extraoꝛdinarie mo⸗ 
tin in the heart of Dauid, wzought by the P.. 
Lozd vpon the hearing ol ſuch blalphemiea: , King. 18 
gainſt God, and it map not be our imitation, 
no moꝛe than the fag of Phinees, of the Le- 
uites,02 of Eliah which were all mere extra⸗ 
oꝛdinarie, and had their warrant by ſuch ſpe» 
cialtie from the Loꝛd, as that others may 
8 it ſhal extend to them, ik they do the 
like, 
Que. What now of killing of our ſelues, 

is that neuer tollerable ? 

Anſ. Much of this matter hath Saint 
Auguſtin in his firſt boke of the Citie of Cap. i. 
God, And firſt he reaſoneth thus, Ik Iudas 
did 
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did euill in hanging himſelfe(which he thin. 
keth no man will denie) what may wartant 
any man oꝛ woman to lap violent bands vy; 
on themſelues ? Foz neuer can any fall in 
earth to a fowler fac, o2 to wozle eſtate in 
the eyes of God and man, Secondly, ſaieth 
hee, the Lawe ſaieth not, Thou ſhalt not 
killthp neighbour, limiting it as it were ta 
ſome, but indefinitlie, Thou ſhalt not kil, er- 
tkending it largelie to all:and therefoze ſaieth 
bee, not euen our ſelues map wee make a⸗ 
way.

And therefoze this excuſe, ſapth Auſten cats 
not warrant ſuch ſinne as to kill our ſelues. 
Foꝛ flying of ſhame which would followe 
that fact, neither pet may it be done, Foꝛ the 
ſhame is not ſo great as the act, and therekoꝛe 
ikthe deede done onto her map not warrant 
her, the ignominie following map not do it.

neth to ſay with him: O God thou knoweſ} 
mine innocencie, &c. And to reſt in tope gf 
ſpotleſſe minde whatſoeuer the wonld ſpea, 
keth. Then goeth he kurther, and they will 
anſwer ſaieth hee, what can they tell how 
they may be tempted co conſent by long im 
poꝛtunitie 02 by ſight of hard extremitie, and 
therefoze they wil pꝛouide befo2e hand, leaf 
they ſhould offend, and they will kill them: 
ſclues, O ſaieth Auſten, what a ſpeeche is 
this : lam nunc peccemus , ne poitea forte 
peccemus; iam nunc perpetremus certum.

Why, but may we not ieſt merilie 
done with another? 
Anſ. Pes indeede, fo} all teſting is not 
mocking ſuch as nowe wee haue ſpoken of 
and ſhewed to be euiil. Merilie, if you res 
member, did the Pꝛophet Eliah ieſt with the 
Idolaters and wozſhippers ok Baal, bidding 1. K. 
them crie loude, fo2 their God peraduenture 
might be talking with ſome body. oz purſu⸗ 
ing his enemies, oz in ſome ioꝛnie ſome whe⸗ 
ther, oꝛ peraduenture a ſleepe. Thus ſaieth 
the text, did Eliah mock them, and pet this 
mocking being but a pleaſant ieſting to haus 
taught them god ik they had had grace, dif: 
pleaſed not the Loꝛd. Another example allo 
we haue in the Mꝛophet Eſay laughing as it 
were ac their follie who would wozſhip that 
as God, the chipps whereof had made them 
ſuch a ſtre that they cried A, ha, I am well 
warmed. And foz the place to the Epheſians Epheſ. 
it condemneth-not this manner of ſpeaking 
and teſting, but that which pꝛoceedeth either 
of a vaine deſire to ſhewe our ſelues,02 of au 
vngodly coueting to ſting our bꝛethꝛen. 
Que. Thus then J ſee the malice of the 
tongue to bee great and euen all men by it 
to be made guiltic ofthis commandement,

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though their hands neuer ſhedde bloud: 
yetis 10 ſuch a miſchiefe as the godlie ate 
much ſubiect to, I meane to bee ſtinged 
with the tongues of the wicked: and there:

Anl. Trueth it is, that howſoener the 
ſiane be great to mocke, 02 to ſpeake againſt 
any deſpitefully , and eſpectallie the godle, 
pet is it a croſſe vſually incident to them that 
will ſeparate the ſinnes of this Toꝛlde, ſa 
neere as they can from their liues, to bee 
taunted and ſpoken againſt, by both open 
diſpiſers of godneſſe, aud by open pꝛokel⸗ 
ſoꝛs alſo of religion. And that comfote which 
T knowe, is to thinke euen often and ſeri: 
ouſlie of theſe, and (uch other places. The 
mouth of the wicked, and the mouth full of 
deceit are opened vpon me (ſaith Dauid)

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his conſcience, euen the Loꝛd, and ik euer the 
ne caſe be ours, let vs pow2e with him our 
gulltlelle griefe into the boſome ok our God, 
and there an end, till the Loꝛd thinke god to 
make our trueth appeare alſo to men. The 
ne ſpeach and p2aciſenote againe in ano- 
ther place of the ſame bake, Princes (ſaith 
he) did ſit and ſpeake againſt mee, burthy palm. 119. 
ſeruant did meditate in thy ſtatutes. And as 23. 
gaine, The proude haue had me exceeding- 
je in deriſion, yet haue I not ſhrinked from 
thy commandements. And what a ſpeech is 
it of Paule to the Corinthians? I take plea- Cor. 12. 
ſure in infirmities, in reproches, &c. Mher⸗ 70. 
foze in God reioyce, who ſeeth the heart that 
meant no harme: in the Loꝛd be cheerefull, 
whoſe mercie turneth the deſerued croſſe of 
manp great grietes into the byting but of a 
peuiſh tongue, and in patience paſſing the 
time on, ſap in faith, what many hath ſaid in 
folliez That time ſhall trie the trueth. 

Que. Vet there are ſome moe branches 
of this murther of the tongue. 

Anſ. Indeed by the tongue alſo no doubt 
they kill, who by cruell counſell ſtirre vp the 
hating hearts of men to any bloudie perſe⸗

anp care to eſchewe, then in vaine doo they

No indeede, it is as lawfull foꝛ a 
man in time, place, in his office, and foz a iuſt 
cauſe to bee angrie in a conuenient meaſure, 
as it is vinlawftull otherwiſe, And it is appae« | 
rant by the childzen of God, in all ages, the 
Patriarches, Prophets, Apoſtles, and o⸗ 
thers, whoſe hearts haue! burned with milli⸗ 
king of euill, and woꝛds bewꝛayed as much 
bnto them. TUherefoꝛe truely was it ſayd of 
the godly father, Nolle iraſci, vbi iraſcendum 
eſt nolle emendare peccatum eſt, That is, foꝛ 


a man not to bee angrie, when he ſhould bee 


angrie, is as much as to bee vnwilling to a- 
mend what is amiſſe.

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4 Proceed now I pray you totheo- 
ther branches. 
Anſ. Anger as was ſayd, begetteth ha: 
tred. nay becõmeth hatred ik it be let to ſettle, 
Foꝛ, Odium eſt inueterata ira: Hatred is no: 
thing els but olde anger. And therefoze ſince 
anger is apparantly fozbivden in this com. 
mandement, hatred-by conſequence beeing 
feitred, anger muſt needes bee much moze, 
Beſides, wee haue heard the wo2ds of the 
Scripture plaine, Hee that hateth his bro- 
ther is a manſlear. Therekoꝛe I paſſe it ouer

A vice alſo of the ſpirite of 
6 O D bp name forbidden. Eate not the 
meate (ſaith Salomon) of him that hathan 
euill eye, neither deſire his dainties. Let vs 
not be deſirous of vaine glorie (ſaith the A, 
poſtle) prouoking one another, enuying one 
another. But laying aſide al malicibuſũeſſe, 
all guile and dilsimulation, all enuie and 


euill ſpeaking, as newe borne babes, let vs 
deſire 
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defire the ſincere milk of the word of God, 
that we may growe thereby, Unto which ex - 

[eſſe teſtimonies ik we ioyne the experience 
0 ſuch euill as enuie hath wzought, we ſhall 
plainelie ſee the foulenes of it. Aaron and 
Miriam enttied Moſes, and theLo2de with 
lepzolie plagued her, Coral and his compa⸗ 
nie enuied him alſo, and the Loꝛd as abhoz: 
ted, made the earth to ſhzinke, and ſwallowe 
them vp quicke, with all that they poſſeſſed, 
Saule had an epe vpon Dauid, foz the wo: 
mens ſinging, and it ſtirred him ſtill to ſeeke 
the life of his ſonne and ſeruaunt. Ioſephs 
bthzen enuied him, and it almoſt bꝛought 
them to his bloudſchedding. Cuery waye 
therefoze is enuie in a Chꝛiſtian poyſon, and 
apparantlp it faulteth againſt this comman⸗ 
dement. It is a poſſeſſion beſides that de- 
ſropeth the poſſeſſour, Foꝛ as the ruſt the 
Non, and mothes a garment, fo eateth vp 
enuie the man that enuieth, Theſe thinges 
make enuie loathſome enough to a godlie 
minde, and yet is there moze to bee ſapd a. 

gainſt it. Foz beſides all this, enuie, as it wi⸗ 
beth another mans fall, ſo dooth it reiopce 

l it happen vnto him. Thich allo is a 
ung verie hozrible in the eyes of an

mon) reprocheth him that made him: and 
he that reioyceth at deſtruction, ſnall not be

and not ceaſing, did foz a long time (not able 
to ſtay) runne round about, and at laſt fell 


all downe dead. But becauſe others haue

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ſay no moꝛe of it at this time, but wilh vs to 
conſider that it is an inticement often to a, 
dulterie, and therekoze in this commaunde⸗ 
ment fozbidden. And as fo2 any dauncing 
that we reade of in the Scriptures to haue 
been vled of the godlie, we mult vnderſtand, 
that their dancing was euer a ſober modeſt 
motion with ſome ſong vſualiie to Gods 
pꝛayſe, and men bp themſelues, women by 
themlelues, Thich nothing will warrant 
our cuſtome and guiſe in theſe dates, 
Que.

he vſeth is very lignificant, And againe to 
the Romaines he ſaieth. that God gaue them

{Jues,yea hee gaue them vp to vile affecti- 
ons. For the women changed the naturall 
vſc into that which is againſt nature.

ſuhtilties pꝛeuailing ſo much bekoꝛe to the 
contrarie, began to loſe their ſtrength daily 
moꝛe and moze, Foz the hardneſſe of mens 
heart thꝛough which lin ſo greatly tncreaſed, 
was turned into fofcnes, © chziſtian fœling: 
their ignozance which accounted ſo foules 
ſinne an indifferent matter, was daily dimi, 
niſhed and turned into knowledge: their 
judgements befoze abuſed with ſhewe of 
ſcriptures to confirme their euill, were bet: 
tered by the Spirite of light to perceiueand 


| ſiꝭ how fowly theſe Scriptures were wur 


ſled to a wꝛong ende, and how many appa: 
rantly commaunded the contrarie. So that 
their conſciences beeing quickned , their 
eyes opened, and their vnderſtanding 
augmented by continuall and godlp tes 
ching; luſt waxed leſſe oz at leaſt moſe 
oꝛderlie to the ſhowe of man. Foz it bꝛabe 
not out in ſuch conkuſed manner , as bt- 
foze, to all and euerie one, that was lb 
ked, and might bee obtapned, Nowe 
then yet ſee a Dinell, Then hee 7 
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his kingdome in men thus euery dap fall to 
mine thꝛough diligent exhoztations vnto 
chaſtity, ſo that he was not able to deale with 
men as bekoze, and to make them little ac⸗ 
count of actuall pollution as hee had doone, 
what deuiſeth he pet ſtill to continue his ve⸗ 
nome in mankinde $ Surcly euen this (note 
it and wonder) hee himſelfe falleth to pꝛeach 
and teach chaſtitie alſo by his miniſters, and 
to extoll it to heauen. But how 4 Not as hee 
ſhould J warrant von, but as it beſt ſerued 
fo his wicked intent, Me dooth not teach 
men to keepe bodie and minde pure from all 
uncleane actions oz conceipts, but he labou- 
teth to perſwade that out ward continencie 
of bodie (what bzoyles of ſcoꝛching luft ſoe⸗ 
uer the minde abidech) is an holie thing bes 
foze God, of it ſelle acceptable, and merito- 
rious, Me dooth not teach men that there is 
an acceptable chaſtitie in godly matrimonie, 
it the gift of continencie bee not giuen, but 
bnto certaine perſons he flatlie fozbiddeth it, 
as not collerable, and generallie in all hee 
dooth note it as culpable, pꝛekerring ſingle 
life in dignitle, holineſſe, and merite befoze it 
in all men. Thus taught his ſcholer and in · 
lrument Marcion the heretike about the 
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peare ot Chʒut 133. publiſhing, and teach, 


ing, that the roniunction ok man and wo⸗ 
man euen in matrimonie was ſinne, that it 
pꝛoceeded 92 was inuented ok acotrary God, 
that women wholp were the wozk ofthe dj; 
uell, and men alſo the one halle ok them. Heer 
would alow none to bee baptiled,vnles they 
either were ſingle 02 would pꝛomiſe euer al 
ter to be ſo, c. To this end againe ſteppe 
bp Tatianus & his crem about the pere 14: 
and he at the firſt aſwel as Marcion condem 
ned matrimonie altogether alſo , but after. 
ward he dzew inhis ſpeach from openly tou 
ching it any mo2e,and vnder the Highcomen 
dation of ſingle life pꝛiuilie pinched at the 
fapned eſtate of wedlock, and ſought to 
make it hatefull. Whereupon his followers 
were called Encratites. After Tatianus cam 


go T1 i Montanus about the pere 145. who ſuffered

firſt mariages in ſuch as were weake, but 
condemned the ſecond as intollerable ina: 


ny. Then followed Manicheus and his ſoj!, 


and they gaue to the ruder ſoꝛt as they called 
them, leaue to marie, but foꝛ ſuch as wereot 
any credit amũõgſt them. e grown as they (a 
to any perlediã, they might not in any wilt 
marie but liue chaſt. Thus begã the ** 
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of ſingle life to excell the other euen by thele 
ſteps, From whence diuers godly fathers 
recctued infection, as Tertullian, Hierom, 
Origen, Clement, Nazianzene, with others 
falling very karre with theſe heretikes into a 
miliking of the ozdinance of God againſt 
intõtinencie, and into an ouer great opinion 
of ſingle life, Then from a thing commen- 
dable in all men, it was bꝛought at laſt to ber 
athing neceſlarie in ſome men, and ſo grewe 
moꝛe and moꝛe daily. Then did neceſſitie to 
obſerue what infirmitie could not obſerue, 
cauſe much ſecret and very often,euen vnna⸗ 
furall and fearefull pollution, whereby it fell 
put, that by this ſubtill flight of his, to extoll 
chaltitie, and to place it only in ſingle life, ſas 
than bzought as great an harueſt into hell, 
as befoze with his other named meanes. 

Que. Thus then by this ſtorie I ſee ho 
his opinion began ot ſingle life, and how 
ubtilly Sathan transformed himſelſe into 
n Angel oflight,but yet I ſee nothing why

the woꝛde, wherein the Loꝛd GDD would 
haue our loue to ſhow it lelfe. As fo2 open 
rapine, and plaine ſtealch, no man FJ thinke 
will excuſe it 02 denie it to be ſinne, and ther⸗ 
ſoꝛe I ſtand not vpon it, your boke hath eui⸗ 
ua dent places quoted againſt it. J come rather

There was a little tittle 
fattle, when time was they ſay betwixt the 
Graſhopper and the Piſmire , and wee 
map laugh at it, and petloke better about 
vs as admoniſhed by it. The graſhopper ha» 
uing paſſed the ſummer ouer merilp, as her 
tuſtome is ſinging and tuning the notes of a 
thoughtleſſe minde vnder euerie leafe,at laſt 
when Winter came on, beganne to ſhake, 
and to goe ts bedde with an emptie bellie 
manie a night, to the great weakening of 
Y 2 her

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her liuely limmes, and che quite marring of 
all her Muſicke. To ſteale ſhee rekuſeth of 
her honeſt nature, and to begge thee is a: 
ſhamed fo2 feare to bee mocked, Det neede 
maketh the olde wife trotte, they ſap, am 
modeſtie in this hungrie creature muſt pal 
to neceſſitie To it therefoꝛe ſhee goeth, 
and hauing a wealthie neighbour not fart: 
off, that had laboured ſoze all Summer, an 
laide vp much cd victuall , co her ſhee 
commeth, and craueth ſome ſuccour at het 
hande , ho by aud by demaunded of 
her what Hee did all Summer : Alas(ſaith 
the Graſhopper) J ſung and little remem: 
bed this chaunge. Did pou ſo (faicththe 
Ant) indeede did pou ſing all Summer! 
Now truſt mee, fo) mee, pou ſhall daunce 
all Winter, fo2 J line by my labour, and} 
will neuer maintaine idleneſſe in any. This 
receiued ſlouch a checke, when it loked fo} 
helpe , and wee warned by it map leatne 
this moꝛall, to labour leaſt we lacke, Opt. 
mum obſonium ſenectuti labor, (ſaieth one) 
They are good refreſhings in our age the 
welbeſtowed traucllesof our youth. Peetts 
paſſe, and ſtrength fayles, gett nothing il 


pouth, and haue nothing in age. 5 


which J pzap you marke, and ſayeth, Let 
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O careleſſe hearces of ours , and headie 
will, who can perſwade this, oz beate it 
into the heades of poung men, and maides, 
of ſeruants, and ſuch as are comming on? 


No, no, wee will hoppe and daunce, tipple 


and dzinke, banket and reuell, what coun» 
ſell ſoeuer is giuen vs to the contrarie, with 
that little we haue, and ſing care away.

nerall oꝛ chiefe whoſoeuer: yet is there no 
warrant chat euerie Souldier ſhould be his 
owne caruer and take what he can get, But 
the cuſtome and Lawe of all well ozdered 
Marres is this, oz ſhoulde bee, that what 
ſpople ſoeuer is got, and not giuen befoze 
hand by the Captaine to the Souldiers, 
ought by thein to be bzought vnto him, and 

by him to be diſpoſed to euery man Geome- 

tricallp, that is accoꝛding to euerie mans ſer- 
uice and wozthineſle , not Arithmeticallp,

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Fox it you taſt your eyes to the heathenthey 
euer hated it, if you loke at Chyiſtians they 
euer abhoꝛred tt , the ſcripture hath fozbi, 
den it, the Councelles haue condemned it, 
the Lawes of euerie good Common wealth, 
and eſpecially of our owne haue ſeuerelie py, 
niſhed it, and what kinde of argument of 
miſliking is there not againſt it: Thus 
haue they not dealt with other exerciles, 
and therkoꝛe ſurely there is in it moe ſhame 
to the vſer, and moe hurt to the place where 
it is vſed, than in the other. Bnt let vs 
weythe named heads in oꝛder.

terkeited ſome other cauſe and went home a⸗ 
gaine, and would not make it, aunſwering 


when he came home againe that they were 
a vile people, and vn woꝛthy to be cared fo, 
they were Opcers. The King of Perſia 
ſent to Demetrius Ring of Aha Dice of 
golde in repꝛoch to him, becauſe he vſed Di⸗ 
ting. And an other ſayth flatly thus, that 
quanta aleator eit in arte melior, tanto nequi- 
ore, Ihe cunninger that a Dicer is in his 
arte the worſe man aſſuredly he is. The 
Poet lapeth it downe amongſt the Cankers 
that conſume men and make them beggers, 
Dice, Mine, and Momen. What ſhould 
] ſaye$ Take any booke in hande of an 
heathen man, and it is a wonder, ik you 
linde not ſome thing ag aynſt Dycing. 
Now come from the heathens to Chyt- 
ſtians, ſee euen as great miſliking.

Lan 
of all peruſe the Statutes ok this our owne 
countrey, and J beſeech you marke the lj 
king they haue ſhewed of Dicing, In the 
twelfth peare of Richard the ſecond allo, 
lawefull games were fozbidden, and by 
name Dicing generally. In the 2 x,yeate 
of Henrie the fourth, Dicers taken wert 
impꝛiſoned ſixe dayes. And ik ante heat! 
Magiſtrate, as Mapoz, oz Sheriffe made 
not diligent ſearch fo2 them, they forfeit 
foxtie ſhillings: Jfa Conſtable were neg 
ligent, hee loſt fix ſhillings and eight pence, 
In the ſeuenteenth peare of Edward tht 
fourth , they that kept Dicing houſes wett 
to haue thzee peares impꝛiſonment and 20, 
poundes fine. Plapers at Dice in thoſe hot: 
ſes two peares impꝛiſonment & ten pounds 
fine. Ju the eleuenth peare of Henrieth 
7+ Dicers ſhould be openly ſet in the ſocks 
by the ſpace of one whole dap, and the hon 
keepers chat ſuffered him co plap fozfett 4 
noble, and be bound to their god _ 
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In the 3 3. pcre of Henrie the eight, Dicing 
houſes fozfected foꝛtie ſhillings euery time, 
and diſers lixe ſhillings eight pence, x bound 
in recogniſance neuer to play againe. And 
yet moꝛe may pou ſee in Pultons abzidges 
ment, Now it is wonderfull that notwith⸗ 
ſtanding all this, vet ſo fowle a thing ſhould 
ſeeme ſo faire, & that a man ſhould not think 
himſelke vſed as a gentleman, oꝛ almoſt as a 
man, vnles he may haue libertie in this loſes 
nes & the large reine to ſo great an euil. And 
pet we be chꝛiſtians, & that of the better ſozt 
to, oꝛ pou do vs wzong.

nes c graue conſtancie ofhis vertuous liſe,+ 
fearing their owne puniſhment (as a conſci. 
ence pᷣ is guiitie,ts al waies fearfull) thought 
to pꝛeuent his accuſations with a great othe, 
one wiſhing to be dellroied with fire tf be ſaid 
not true, the other to be conſumed with grie⸗ 
nous ſicknes, the third to looſe both his cies 
if they did lie. Narciſſus although hauing his 
conſcience cleare, vet not able being but one 
man to withſtand the acculation bound with 
ſuch othes, gaue place and remoued himſelf 
fron the multitude into a ſolitary deſert by 
himſelke, where he continued by the (pace of 
many yeares. In the meane time to them 
which ſo willingly aud wickedly fo2{ware 
the lelues this hapned. The firſt by caſualty 
ok one little ſparke ot fire, was bzene with all 
his goods and familie. The ſecond was tak? 
with a great ſicknes frõ p top to the toe, and 
deuoured with the ſame , The thirde hes 

ring and ſeeing the puniſhment of 10 
e 535 
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other confeſſed his faulte , but thꝛough 
great repentatince powzed out ſuch ceares, 
that hee loſt both his eyes; Andthus was 
their falſe periurte and witneſſe bearing 
puniſhed, Narciſſus after long abſence re⸗ 
turning home againe was by thts meancs 
both cleared of his fact, and reſtozed to his 
Biſhopzicke againe. Another good ſtozie 
to this ende is that ok king Canutus the 
Dane , who being eſtabliſhed in the kings 
dome, cauſed a parliamẽt at London, where 
( amonglt other things there debated ) it 
was pꝛopounded vnto the Biſhoppes, Bars 
tons, and Lozdes of the parliament there 
pꝛeſent, whether that in the compolitid made 
betwixt Edmond and Canutus anie ſpeciall 
temembzance was made foz the childzen oz 
bꝛethꝛen of Edmond faʒ any partition of a- 
nie part of the land. TUhereunto the En⸗ 
glich Lozds falſely flattering with the king, 
and ſpeaking againſt their owne mindes as 
alſo againſt their natiue countrep, anlwered 
and lapd, nay: Affirming mozeouer with an 
tthe koz the kinges pleaſure,that they to the 
bttermoſt of their powers woulde put 
off the bloud of Edmond in all that they 
Might, By reaſon of which aunlwere 
 DOd2 any 
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and pꝛomiſe, they thought ( many ofthem)tg 
haue purchaſed with the king great fauour, 
But by the iuſt retribution of God it chanced 
farre otherwiſe , Foz many of them, oꝛ the 
moſt part, ſuch ſpeciallpas Canutus did per, 
ceiue tobe ſwoꝛne befoze time co Edmonde 
and his heires, and alſo conſidering that they 
were natiue Englich men, he miſtruſted and 
and diſdayned euer after. Jnſomuch that 
ſome hee exiled, a great ſoꝛte hee beheaded, 
and ſome by Gods puniſhment died ſodaine⸗ 
ly, See theretoꝛe the heart and hande of the 
L o2de againſt a falſe witneſſe, Many hiſto: 
ries are there to this end. And manie expe: 
rizces euẽ now adapes of Gods iuſt plagues 
bponthts ſinne. But J will not runne onet 
them now. Eaſtlie may they be turned too in 
dur owne Church ſtoꝛie. Onely theſe two J 
tunnot omit. F irſt how Hamelton the Scot 
being bzought vnto his death by 5 falſe accu⸗ 
ſation of a falſe Frier called Campbell, wh? 
hee was in the fire cited and ſummoned the 
ſayde Fryer to appeare befoze the high God 
as generall judge of all men to aunſwere 
to the innocencie of his death, and whether 
his accuſation was iuſt oz not, betwir 
that and a certaine daye of the next month 
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which hee there named, and ere that daye 
tame the Frier dyed without any remozſe 
ok conſcience, that he had perſecuted the in» 
nocent. And ſecondlie howe Calice men 
inthe dapes of King Henrie the eight bee⸗ 
ing falſely accuſed eſcaped ſafe from the dan. 
ger of ſuch witneſſes , and they themſelues 
(a iuſt plague vpon their iniquitie) hanged, 
dawen, and quartered, ere they went home. 
Therfoze let vs euer tremble to pꝛouoke the 
Londe by this ſinne, let vs ſpeake a trueth if 
wee doe ſpeake at all, and ſhame to lie euen 
of the Diuell, The daplie begger ies, dil. 
credites, ſhames and deathes, ſtraunge and 
fearefull of ſuch as haue made no conſcience 
by falſe witneſſe bearing to pollute their con» 
ſciences ought mightily to moue vs, and 
very effectually to perlwade vs neuer ta dos 
it. Foz God to vs as he hath been to others 
will moſt aſſuredly ſhew himſelke either ac 
firſt oz at laſt, at one time o2 other, when our 
ſinne is the ſame and hee no changeling in 
his nature at all.
